Ford to deliver

VAIL, Colo. (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Ford begins a hectic two- 
day tour to sue cities in four

The trip, during which the 
President 
makes 
seven 
speeches, includes stops today 
in Colorado and Iowa. He 
spends the night in Minneapolis 
and visits Illinois on Tuesday. 
The midmorning visit to the 
Rifle mine is to underscore 
Ford's view that oil from shale 
rock is one way the United 
States can increase domestic 
energy production and decrease 
reliance on foreign oil. 
Ford was to inspect two pilot 
projects for use of waste pro­ 
duced when shale rock is shat­ 
tered and heated to turn the 
tarlike material into oil. Waste 
disposal has created environ­ 
mental problems for developers 
of oil shale. 
The projects at Rifle are de­ 
signed to show the waste used

Ford to deliver 
farm policy talk . 


VAIL, Colo. (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Ford begins a hectic two- 
day tour to six cities in four 
states 
by 
visiting 
an 
ex­ 
perimental oil shale mine at 
nearby Rifle, Colo. 


The trip, during which the 
President 
makes 
seven 
speeches, includes stops today 
in 
Colorado and 
Iowa. 
He 
spends the night in Minneapolis 
and visits Illinois on Tuesday. 
The midmorning visit to the 
Rifle mine is to underscore 
Ford's view that oil from shale 
rock is one way the United 
States can increase domestic 
energy production and decrease 
reliance on foreign oil. 
Ford was to inspect two pilot 
projects for use of waste pro­ 
duced when shale rock is shat­ 
tered and heated to turn the 
tarlike material into oil. Waste 
disposal has created environ­ 
mental problems for developers 
of oil shale. 
The projects at Rifle are de­ 
signed to show the waste used 


as a road bed compactor and 
as soil for growing certain 
crops. 
'Hie President arranged to 
walk 1,200 feet into the mine to 
observe the digging of shale 
and to inspect a refining facil­ 
ity where oil is cooked out of 
the rock under 900-degree tem­ 
perature and high pressure. 
Before flying from Colorado 
to the Midwest, Ford scheduled 
a meeting in Grand Junction 
with a group of nine officials 
from western Colorado commu­ 
nities. He then flies to Des 
Moines to deliver a farm policy 
address at the Iowa state fair, 
where Republican Gov. Robert 
Ray has waived the general 
public's 82 admission fee for an 
hour during the presidential 
visit. 
This evening, the President 
will attend a GOP fund-raising 
dinner in Des Moines before 
flying to Minneapolis for an 
overnigi.t stay.

Later Tuesday, he will fly to 
Illinois to speak at the dedica­ 
tion of the Everett M. Dirksen 
Memorial Library in Pekin and 
address a regional White House 
conference on domestic affairs 
in Peoria.

The American people as a whole appear to be far from 
convinced that the U.S. should either let down its 
military defenses or abandon its opposition to Com­ 
munism. But there is public uncertainty about some of 
our past and present policies in this regard. 
This would seem to be a fair conclusion based upon a 
recent poll conducted by Opinion Research Corporation 
for the American Security Council. The Council is a 
private organization devoted to questions of national 
defense and foreign policy. 
The poll was scientifically conducted by telephone and 
sampled 1022 representative Americans from all age, 
sex, educational and geographic levels and areas. 
The results are enlightening. 76 per cent said that the 
U.S. should have greater military strength than the 
Soviet Union. 67 per cent said “yes” when asked if they 
would be in favor of spending $20 billion more per year if 
that is what it would take for the U.S. to regain military 
superiority. 74 per cent said they would not trust the 
Soviets to keep a strategic arms limitation agreement. 
And 77 per cent were in favor of at least matching the 
Soviet naval build-up in the Mediterranean and Indian 
Oceans. 
On international political questions, 73 per cent 
favored a U.S. national objective of turning back the 
growth of Communism. 76 per cent would not have the 
U.S. give up sovereignty over the Panama Canal. And 85 
per cent were against foreign aid or special trade 
privileges to Communist countries. 
On some issues, the vote was much closer. 51 per cent 
said they did not think the U.S. should have bombed 
North Vietnam after Hanoi violated the Paris Peace 
Accords by invading the South. 40 per cent are against 
using U.S. armed forces to defend other non-communist 
states like South Korea, Taiwan, or the Philippines. And 
50 per cent of the public would favor restoring diplomatic 
recognition to Cuba. The results would indicate a public 
disenchantment with policies which brought no results, 
such as our losing war in southeast Asia and ineffectual 
sanctions against Cuba. It also indicates that the present 
Chilean government has a very bad image in the U. S. 
But the poll clearly shows that on the broader question 
of trust in the Soviet Union and its intentions, the U.S. 
public is not fooled by detente. The people definitely want 
a militarily strong, and if possible, a militarily superior, 
America. And the people want a policy which will turn 
back the growth of Communism instead of steadily 
giving in to it.

EXPENSE ACCOUNTS, 
JAPANESE STYLE 
On the subject of tax deductions, the Japanese have 
some that American executives might well envy. 
It’s a well-known fact that Japanese company expense 
accounts extend to lavish entertainment and gifts. And 
why not? — such expenses are largely tax exempt. 
Even in the midst of a recession and economizing 
efforts, reports “Focus Japan,” published by the Japan 
External Trade Organization, it is not uncommon for 
executives to take their guests out for an expensive af­ 
ternoon at a golf club, followed in the evening by drinks 
in a fancy hotel bar or dinner in a traditional restaurant 
with kimono-clad hostesses — and put it all on the 
company tab. 
Because “socializing expenses” are considered an 
integral part of the Japanese way of doing business, the 
government provides a liberal tax policy. Corporate 
entertainment expenditures up to 4 million yen, plus one 
per cent of the firm’s capital, are tax exempt, and 25 per 
cent of the expenses over that total are also tax free. 
The Tokyo Electric Power Co., holding the largest 
corporate capital in the country, is legally allowed to set 
aside 307 million yen annually for social entertaining. 
With the yen hovering around 300 to the dollar, that’s 
roughly $1 million. 
Smaller firms are big spenders in proportion to their 
volumes of sales and earnings, and their total en­ 
tertainment expenses exceed those of the large firms 
combined. 
Total corporate socializing expenditures by Japanese 
firms in fiscal 1973 were comparable to the amount the 
government spent on education.

A good 
portion of every consumer’s 
electric bill is passed along to 
the various levels of government 
as part of the tax cost of doing 
business. The midwest company 
pointed out that, “...rate relief is 
urgent in view of the Company’s 
1974 financing plan which 
requires the sale of $130 million 
in first mortgage bonds, $60 
million in common stock, and 
$50 million in bonds for pollution 
control 
equipment.’’ 
The 
president of the company said 
that only with prompt rate relief 
will the company be able to 
approach investors in a strong 
enough earnings position to 
compete with others also 
seeking capital. 
This 
company’s 
need for 
capital-money 
to build ex­ 
panded generating facilities- 
parallels that of other com­ 
panies throughout the United 
States. Either that capital will 
be forthcoming in future years, 
upon the strength of utility in­ 
dustry earnings, or the country 
will face a steadily worsening 
energy 
shortage. 
If 
power 
shortages 
cripple 
industry, 
federal, 
state 
and 
local 
governments will lose billions of 
dollars in tax revenues that they 
otherwise would 
have had. 
Millions of people will be thrown 
out of work. Such is the path that 
critics of necessary increases in 
power rates would have the 
country follow.

EDUCATING FOR SUCCESS 
Educational theories are a 
dime a dozen, but occasionally 
one comes along that deserves 
better than the file-and-forget 
treatment. 
The revolutionary program 
broached recently by one 
educator would more or less 
take reading, writing and ‘rith- 
metic out of the elementary 
school and defer them until 
grade 6 or 7. The major purpose 
of the elementary years would 
be to provide the background 
necessary for success at the 
intermediate level, which in 
turn would prepare students for 
ultimate success in high school. 
“It’s better to arrive at the 
junior high level liking a subject 
such as science without knowing 
a terrible lot about it,’’ says 
William D. Rohwer Jr. of the 
University 
of 
California, 
Berkeley. 
As it is now, half or more of 
the 
students 
in 
school 
irrespective erf race, do not 
really receive an education, he 
says. The main mission of public 
education today, he charges, is 
selection—identifying 
persons 
who are and who are not 
talented—rather than educating 
all. 
“Far from causing general 
alarm, individual inequalities in 


security for our belief in the 
validity of the procedures of 
schooling,” he says. “Thus the 
sad prospect is that unless we 
abandon our commitment to the 
use of the schools as a major 
device for separating the more 
from the less talented, failure 
will continue to be the fate of 
millions of children.” 
In Rohwer’s school, the 
elementary curriculum would 
be designed to afford children 
repeated experiences of what 
work is like and what success in 
school work is like. Instruction 
would not be a mandatory, 
across-the-board requirement in 
the case of reading, arithmetic, 
language arts, social studies, 
science or any other subject, 
although it would be available 
according to the student’s choice 
and readiness. It would be the 
task of the intermediate school, 
not the elementary school, to 
look after formal mandatory 
instruction in these skills and 
disciplines. 
“All of the learning necessary 
for success in meeting high 
school demands can be ac­ 
complished in only two or three 
years—the junior high school 
years,” 
says 
Rohwer. 
“Delaying the beginning of 
prescribed 
instruction 
until 
those years holds promise for 
many children of increasing the 
ultimate degree of academic 
success they can achieve.” 
Rohwer’s idea may not have 
all the answers. But when we 
reflect on how many children 
begin 
school 
with 
great 


eagerness, only to be turned 
off—so m etim es 
p e r ­ 
manently—from learning, it has 
to be admitted that something is 
fundamentally wrong with the 
time-honored way of doing 
things.

When a Managua housewife 
drops a coin in a laundromat or 
when a motorist buys time on a 
parking meter, Somoza gets his 
cut. He owns the laundromats 
and operates the parking 
meters. 
Almost everyone in Nicaragua 
with the wherewithal drives a 
Mercedes-Benz, 
because the 
Somoza family owns the Mer­ 
cedes-Benz franchise. 
The police patrol the streets of 
Managua in Mercedes- Benz 
cars. The city even uses Mer­ 
cedes-Benz trucks to collect the 
garbage. 
As the Big Banana in this little 
banana republic, Somoza not 
only 
grows 
bananas 
but 
produces the cardboard boxes 
they are shipped in. Then they 
are loaded, invariably, aboard 
cargo vessels of his shipping 
line. 
Not satisfied with the millions 


he squeezes out of his own 
countrymen, he also fleeces the 
U.S. 
taxpayers. 
Millions of 
dollars in U.S. aid are piped into 
Nicaragua every year. Somoza 
has developed a dozen ways to» 
siphon a generous share into his 
own pocket. 
All of this has made him one of 
the world’s wealthiest men, with 
millions stashed in American 
banks, Swiss banks and other 
financial institutions. In ad­ 
dition, our sources estimate his 
commercial investments out­ 
side Nicaragua run into the 
hundreds of millions. 
Yet while Somoza has been 
accumulating most of the wealth 
in his country, his dirt-poor 
subjects live in ramshackle 
shacks and earn an average 
wage of about 30 cents an hour.

Through two main companies, 
Compañía Agropecuaria and 
Sucesores del General Somoza, 
the Somoza family now owns 
over 50 per cent of the private 
property 
in 
Nicaragua, 
in­ 
cluding 30 per cent erf the prime 
farmland. 
Their real estate portfolio 
includes coffee, cacao, tabacco, 
banana, 
sugar 
cane 
and 
pineapple plantations; 
corn, 
bean, ricer, sorghum, sesame, 
fruit and vegetable farms; and 
vast grazing land for cattle. 
The Somoza family croplands 
are approximately equal in size 
to the 
entire neighboring 
republic of El Salvador. Indeed, 
there doesn’t seem to be room in 
Nicaragua for all the Somoza 
farmland. The family also owns 
huge farms in Guatemala, Costa 
Rica and El Salvador. 
Two enormous spreads on 
the Costa Rican border are used, 
according to our sources, to 
move cattle illegally between 
the two countries. And on his 
Costa Rican plantations, the 
Nicaraguan dictator actually 
has built military airports and 
barracks for his own troops. 
In Managua, the family owns 
hundereds 
of 
properties. 
Somoza owns the building, for 
example, 
which houses the

continental Hotel. He has a 
quarter interest in the hotel 
itself, a small gratuity he

choice land and tax concessions. 
The hotel was 
built, in­ 
cidentally, with $1.9 million 
guaranteed by the U. S.

Can’t Eat Theories: British 
Labor 
Chiefs 
now 
fighting 
Inflationary 
High Wages to 
prevent national bankruptcy 


LONDON 
— 
I’ve 
been 
shoulder 
deep 
in 
lords, 
viscounts, knights and a very 
affable and harassed prime 
minister, Harold Wilson. And 
they are all labor leaders, all 
socialists. 
And 
they’re 
all 
desperately worried about 
preserving their empire -- their 
own working “class” movement 
as well as that of the Queen. 
They’re learning that you can 
make promises to all of the 
people all of the time, but you 
can’t deliver most of the time. 
The labor government here, 
subject actually to the whim of 
the powerful labor federation 
(the Trades Union Congress) 
delivered so much that the Britis 
recently were running at a 
“current annual retail price 
inflation rate” of 48 per cent. 
This is expected to average out 
to 26 per cent. 
No democratic nation, no free 
currency 
can 
long 
survive 
what’s happening here. 
And the nation’s labor chiefs, 
most of them socialists, some 
real tough ones who would 
socialize the country im­ 
mediately, now realize that you 
can bankrupt a nation. 
And that there is a point at 
which there just isn’t any money 
in the national treasury to 
continue to pay for the social 
and welfare benefits demanded 
ever 
increasingly 
by 
“the 
people.” 
And that there is a limit to 
the amount of wage increases 
which can be granted the 
powerful union members by 
private as well as nationalized 
industries. 
They’ve learned 
that nationalizing big industries 
isn’t 
instant 
proletarian 
paradise. 
The 
government- 
owned coal, steel and rail in­ 
dustries, 
for 
example, 
are 
rolling up huge deficits. 
So the unions here, albeit 
socialist, are doing what the 
American 
labor 
movement, 
especially the big U.S. public 
sector federal government and 
municipal unions are refusing to 
do -- 
namely accepting a 
“ voluntary” 
wage control 
system. 
Powerful labor leaders here 
have overridden the objections 
of other stong labor chiefs 
(Communists, a Maoist and a 
devottee of Hanoi) and have 
agreed to junk the cost of living 
catch-up policy. They’re ac­ 
cepting a 10 per cent increase 
top limit to neutralize the 
damage they’ve done in their 
rough-riding recent years when 
wage “victories” brought them 
up to 30 and 40 per cent annual 
hikes. That means this year 
their wages actually will fall 
behind some 16 per cent. But 
even toe toughest of rank and 
filers appear to realize that their 
own politically animated greed 
has given their unions a choice 
of 
militancy 
or 
national 
bankruptcy. 
Further, 
there’s 
a 
remuneration act which freezes 
labor contracts here. National 
policy now is to put a ceiling of 
$13.20 on all wage increases. 
This ^oesn’t mean that all wage 


increases will come to $13.20 (or 
six quid). So to avoid smashing 
the ceiling, the new act actually 
freezes 
labor agreements. 
Employers will not have to pay 
more when new wage increases 
come 
due 
under 
contracts 
already 
signed. 
Powerful 
American municipal labor 
leaders are telling mayors to go 
to hell, in foul language, when it 
is suggested that pay and benefit 
increases be junked because the 
cities just don’t have the money. 
Difference between what’s 
developing here and back home is 
that the constant outpouring of 
public money has hit the British 
public with ever increasing 
taxes. Everything is taxed, from 
ownership 
of 
radio 
and 
television sets to the mere 
owning of a car. 
It was all very eloquently put 
by 
Prime 
Minister 
Harold 
Wilson recently when he per­ 
sonally went up to the National 
Union of Miners high command 
conference to plead with them 
not to demand a 60 per cent 
wage increase from the National 
Coal Board, which runs the 
nationalized 
mines 
for the 
government. 
“The issue is . . . whether any 
government so constituted, so 
dedicated to the principles of 
consent and consensus within 
our democracy, can lead this 
nation,” said the prime minister 
in appealing for loyalty and 
support of toe battle on inflation. 
“What the government is 
asking for the year ahead, what 
toe government has a right to 
ask, the duty toask, is not a year 
for self but a yeas for Britain... 
Any democratic assembly can 
pass resolutions, and mean 
them. But no resolutions can 
alter toe limitable facts that 
resolutions and what they lead to 
have to be paid for, and in toe 
end they are paid for the hard 
way . . . the inevitable result 
therefore is that almost before 
you have started to enjoy toe 
proceeds of a settlement beyond 
what the nation can afford, the 
chancellor (treasury) has got to 
put up (raise) taxes - the only 
way left to pay for its national 
subsidies. 
“It is not a question today in 
the crisis that Britain faces of 
choosing between inflation and 
unemployment. 
Inflation 
is 
causing 
unemployment. 
We 
cannot have a little of one and 
less of the other. The more in­ 
flation we have toe more 
unemployment. . . And if we’re 
to tolerate the rates of inflation 
reached in recent months, no 
industry would be secure and no 
job safe.” 
These- were the problems 
harassing a weary prime 
mninister as we talked in his 
House of Commons office during 
a break in an almost all-night 
parliamentary session.

NO TRUST 
IN SOVIETS 
ThE American people as a whole appear to be far from 
convinced that the U.S. should either let down its 
military defenses or abandon its opposition to Com­ 
munism. But there is public uncertainty about some of 
our past and present policies in this regard. 
This would seem to be a fair conclusion based upon a 
recent poll conducted by Opinion Research Corporation 
for the American Security Council. The Council is a 
private organization devoted to questions of national 
defense and foreign policy. 
The poll was scientifically conducted by telephone and 
sampled 1022 representative Americans from all age, 
sex, educational and geographic levels and areas. 
The results are enlightening. 76 per cent said that the 
U.S. should have greater military strength than the 
Soviet Union. 67 per cent said “yes” when asked if they 
would be in favor of spending $20 billion more per year if 
that is what it would take for the U.S. to regain military 
superiority. 74 per cent said they would not trust the 
Soviets to keep a strategic arm s limitation agreement. 
And 77 per cent were in favor of at least matching the 
Soviet naval build-up in the Mediterranean and Indian 
Oceans. 
On international political questions, 73 per cent 
favored a U.S. national objective of turning back the 
growth of Communism. 76 per cent would not have the 
U.S. give up sovereignty over the Panama Canal. And 85 
per cent were against foreign aid or special trade 
privileges to Communist countries. 
On some issues, the vote was much closer. 51 per cent 
said they did not think the U.S. should have bombed 
North Vietnam after Hanoi violated the Paris Peace 
Accords by invading the South. 40 per cent are against 
using U.S. armed forces to defend other non-communist 
states like South Korea, Taiwan, or the Philippines. And 
50 per cent of the public would favor restoring diplomatic 
recognition to Cuba. The results would indicate a public 
disenchantment with policies which brought no results, 
such as our losing war in southeast Asia and ineffectual 
sanctions against Cuba. It also indicates that the present 
Chilean government has a very bad image in the U. S. 
But the poll clearly shows that on the broader question 
of trust in the Soviet Union and its intentions, the U.S. 
public is not fooled by detente. The people definitely want 
a militarily strong, and if possible, a militarily superior, 
America. And the people want a policy which will turn 
back the growth of Communism instead of steadily 
giving in to it.

That “giant leap for mankind” — the moon landing, 
which was the clumination of this country’s initial 
venture into space exploration — continues to be tran­ 
slated into small steps toward the improvement of life on 
earth. 
In the field of fire fighting, NASA’s work on portable 
life-support systems has made possible a new, lighter 
oxygen mask for firemen. Made of plastic instead of steel 
or aluminum, the device weighs about 13 pounds less 
than previous models, enabling firemen to move about 
more easily in thick smoke and gas. 
A puncture - proof astronaut’s suits made of a new 
plastic fiber called aramid has become the basis for a 
coat now being used extensively by fire departments to 
cut down on burns. A work uniform of aramid can be 
splattered with burning gasoline and will not ignite. 
Space technology has also provided a shock-resistant 
plastic that is being used in an electronic hose nozzle that 
regulates water flow more speedily in fire trucks by 
means of radio rather than hand or voice signals.

EXPEN SE ACCOUNTS, 
JAPANESE STYLE 
On the subject of tax deductions, the Japanese have 
some that American executives might well envy. 
It’s a well-known fact that Japanese company expense 
accounts extend to lavish entertainment and gifts. And 
why not? — such expenses are largely tax exempt. 
Even in the midst of a recession and economizing 
efforts, reports “Focus Japan,” published by the Japan 
External Trade Organization, it is not uncommon for 
executives to take their guests out for an expensive af­ 
ternoon at a golf club, followed in the evening by drinks 
in a fancy hotel bar or dinner in a traditional restaurant 
with kimono-clad hostesses — and put it all on the 
company tab. 
Because “socializing expenses” are considered an 
integral part of the Japanese way of doing business, the 
government provides a liberal tax policy. Corporate 
entertainment expenditures up to 4 million yen, plus one 
per cent of the firm’s capital, are tax exempt, and 25 per 
cent of the expenses over that total are also tax free. 
The Tokyo Electric Power Co., holding the largest 
corporate capital in the country, is legally allowed to set 
aside 307 million yen annually for social entertaining. 
With the yen hovering around 300 to the dollar, that’s 
roughly $1 million. 
Smaller firms are big spenders in proportion to their 
volumes of sales and earnings, and their total en­ 
tertainment expenses exceed those of the large firms 
combined 
Total corporate socializing expenditures by Japanese 
firms in fiscal 1073 were comparable to the amount the 
government spent on education.

WHERE THE DOLLARS 


Critics of utility rate increases 
speak of boosts in earnings as if 
they were wholly the property of 
utility 
companies. 
Such 
a 
premise is, to say the least, 
misleading. 
A midwest electric company, 
in filing for a rate increase with 
regulatory authorities, stated 
that the increase would provide 
additional 
revenues 
of 
$53 
million. But of this increase, the 
utility estimated it would net $25 
million after taxes. Precious few 
of the critics of utility rate in­ 
creases mention the fact that 
taxes wipe out a major part of 
all 
such increases. 
A good 
portion of every consumer’s 
electric bill is passed along to 
the various levels of government 
as part of the tax cost of doing 
business. The midwest company 
pointed out that, “...rate relief is 
urgent in view of the Company’s 
1974 
financing plan which 
requires the sale of $130 million 
in first mortgage bonds, $60 
million in common stock, and 
$50 million in bonds for pollution 
control 
equipment.” 
The 
president of the company said 
that only with prompt rate relief 
will the company be able to 
approach investors in a strong 
enough 
earnings 
position to 
compete 
with 
others 
also 
seeking capital. 
This 
company’s 
need 
for 
capital-money 
to 
build 
ex­ 
panded generating facilities- 
parallels that of other com­ 
panies throughout the United 
States. Either that capital will 
be forthcoming in future years, 
upon the strength of utility in­ 
dustry earnings, or the country 
will face a steadily worsening 
energy 
shortage. 
If 
power 
shortages 
cripple 
industry, 
federal, 
state 
and 
local 
governments will lose billions of 
dollars in tax revenues that they 
otherwise 
would 
have 
had. 
Millions of people will be thrown 
out of work. Such is the path that 
critics of necessary increases in 
power rates would have the 
country follow.

EDUCATING FOR SUCCESS 
Educational theories are a 
dime a dozen, but occasionally 
one comes along that deserves 
better than the file-and-forget 
treatment. 
The revolutionary program 
broached 
recently

one 
educator would more or less 
take reading, writing and ‘rith- 
metic out of the elementary 
school and defer them until 
grade 6 or 7. The major purpose 
of the elementary years would 
be to provide the background 
necessary for success at the 
intermediate level, which in 
turn would prepare students for 
ultimate success in high school. 
" It’s better to arrive at the 
junior high level liking a subject 
such as science without knowing 
a terrible lot about it,” says 
William D. Rohwer Jr. of the 
University 
of 
California, 
Berkeley. 
As it is now, half or more of 
the 
students 
in 
school 
irrespective of race, do not 
really receive an education, he 
says. The main mission of public 
education today, he charges, is 
select ion—identifying 
persons 
who are and who are not 
talented—rather than educating 
all. 
"Far from causing general 
alarm, individual inequalities in 
schooling 
are 
a 
source 
of 


security for our belief in the 
validity of the procedures of 
schooling,” he says. “Thus the 
sad prospect is that unless we 
abandon our commitment to the 
use of the schools as a major 
device for separating the more 
from the less talented, failure 
will continue to be the fate of 
millions of children.” 
In 
Rohwer’s school, 
the 
elementary curriculum would 
be designed to afford children 
repeated experiences of what 
work is like and what success in 
school work is like. Instruction 
would not be a mandatory, 
across-the-board requirement in 
the case of reading, arithmetic, 
language arts, social studies, 
science or any other subject, 
although it would be available 
according to the student’s choice 
and readiness. It would be the 
task of the intermediate school, 
not the elementary school, to 
look after formal mandatory 
instruction in these skills and 
disciplines. 
“All of the learning necessary 
for success in meeting high 
school demands can be ac­ 
complished in only two or three 
years—the junior high school 
years,” 
says 
Rohwer. 
“Delaying 
the 
beginning of 
prescribed 
instruction 
until 
those years holds promise for 
many children of increasing the 
ultimate degree of academic 
success they can achieve.” 
Rohwer’s idea may not have 
all the answers. But when we 
reflect on how many children 
begin 
school 
with 
great 


eagerness, only to be turned 
o ff—so m e tim es 
p e r­ 
manently—from learning, it has 
to be admitted that something is

Nicaragua as if it were his 
private estate. 
This is no casual observation; 
we have spent months making 
the selection. After a thorough 
study of the available evidence, 
we nominate Somoza as the 
most grasping of the world’s 
great grabbers. 
Through his family and his 
flunkies, 
he 
controls 
every 
profitable industry, institution 
and 
service 
in 
Nicaragua. 
Directly or indirectly, he owns 
farms, 
factories, 
banks, 
newspapers, radio-TV stations, 
ships, planes, and you-name-it. 
He produces much of the food 
his people eat, the cigarettes 
they smoke, the coffee they 
drink, the sugar they put in their 
coffee, and even the ice cubes 
they use to cool their drinks. 
He literally bleeds his people 
and sells the plasma for profit. 
He even sells his troops the boots 
they march in. 
When a Managua housewife 
drops a com in a laundromat or 
when a motorist buys time on a 
parking meter, Somoza gets his 
cut. He owns the laundromats 
and 
operates 
the 
parking 
meters. 
Almost everyone in Nicaragua 
with the wherewithal drives a 
Mercedes-Benz, 
because 
the 
Somoza family owns the Mer­ 
cedes-Benz franchise. 
The police patrol the streets of 
Managua 
in 
Mercedes- Benz 
cars. The city even uses Mer­ 
cedes-Benz trucks to collect the 
garbage. 
As the Big Banana in this little 
banana republic, Somoza not 
only 
grows 
bananas 
but 
produces the cardboard boxes 
they are shipped in. Then they 
are loaded, invariably, aboard 
cargo vessels of his shipping 
line. 
Not satisfied with the millions 


he squeezes out of his own 
countrymen, he also fleeces the 
U.S. 
taxpayers. 
Millions 
of 
dollars in U.S. aid are piped into 
Nicaragua every year. Somoza 
has developed a dozen ways to» 
siphon a generous share into his 
own pocket. 
All of this has made him one of 
the world’s wealthiest men, with 
millions stashed in American 
banks, Swiss banks and other 
financial 
institutions. 
In ad­ 
dition, our sources estimate his 
commercial 
investments out­ 
side Nicaragua run into the 
hundreds of millions. 
Yet while Somoza has been 
accumulating most of the wealth 
in his country, his dirt-poor 
subjects 
live in ramshackle 
shacks and earn an average 
wage of about 30 cents an hour. 
We 
havq 
carefully 
documented Somoza’s holdings, 
which are hidden in a financial 
maze. He controls many en­ 
terprises through front men, 
whom he manipulates like the 
pieces in a monopoly game. His 
intricate, intertwined Financial 
empire can be traced through 
Nicaraguan documents, which 
we have translated from the 
original 
Spanish. 
The 
U.S. 
government has also compiled a 
secret 
economic 
profile 
of 
Somoza. We have been able to 
compare our information from 
Nicaragua with these findings. 
Of course, Somoza doesn’t 
deserve 
the full 
credit 
for 
amassing his vast fortune. He 
got an excellent start from his 
father, who seized power in 1936 
and began helping himself to the 
property of others. 
The elder Somoza usually 
observed a certain legal for­ 
mality. He acquired property 
through 
dispossessions 
and 
forced 
sales. 
He aLo filed 
claims for government land and 
expropriated the possessions of 
German nationals during World 
Warll. 
For years, the old dictator 
got free farm labor by putting 
his farm hands on the payroll of

Much of his land was also 
cleared, drained and irrigated 
with

belonging to the Ministry of 


Public Works. 
Through two main companies, 
Compania 
Agropecuaria and 
Sucesores del General Somoza, 
the Somoza family now owns 
over 50 per cent of the private 
property 
in 
Nicaragua, 
in­ 
cluding 30 per cent of the prime 
farmland. 
Their real estate portfolio 
includes coffee, cacao, tabacco, 
banana, 
sugar 
cane 
and 
pineapple 
plantations; 
corn, 
bean, ricer, sorghum, sesame, 
fruit and vegetable farms; and 
vast grazing land for cattle. 
The Somoza family croplands 
are approximately equal in size 
to the 
entire neighboring 
republic of El Salvador. Indeed, 
there doesn’t seem to be room in 
Nicaragua for all the Somoza 
farmland. The family also owns 
huge farms in Guatemala, Costa 
Rica and El Salvador. 
Two enormous spreads 
on 
the Costa Rican border are used, 
according to our sources, to 
move cattle illegally between 
the two countries. And on his 
Costa Rican plantations, the 
Nicaraguan dictator actually 
has built military airports and 
barracks for his own troops. 
In Managua, the family owns

Somoza owns the building, for 
example,

built, 
in­ 
cidentally, 
with $1.9 million 
guaranteed 
by

government’s Overseas Private 
Investment Corporation. 
The full story of Somoza s 
feudal, financial empire is mind- 
boggling. It will take additional 
columns to tell it all.

rebuttals they might wish to 
offer. 
Ambassador Sevilla-

High Wages to 
prevent national bankruptcy 


LONDON 
— 
I’ve 
been 
shoulder 
deep 
in 
lords, 
viscounts, knights and a very 
affable and harassed prime 
minister, Harold Wilson. And 
they are all labor leaders, all 
socialists. 
And 
they’re 
all 
desperately 
worried 
about 
preserving their empire -- their 
own working “class” movement 
as well as that of the Queen. 
They’re learning that you can 
make promises to all of the 
people all of the time, but you 
can’t deliver most of the time. 
The labor government here, 
subject actually to the whim of 
the powerful labor federation 
(the Trades Union Congress) 
delivered so much that the Britis 
recently were running at a 
“current annual retail price 
inflation rate” of 48 per cent. 
This is expected to average out 
to 26 per cent. 
No democratic nation, no free 
currency 
can 
long 
survive 
what’s happening here. 
And the nation’s labor chiefs, 
most of them socialists, some 
real tough ones who would 
socialize 
the 
country 
im­ 
mediately, now realize that you 
can bankrupt a nation. 
And that there is a point at 
which there just isn’t any money 
in 
the national treasury to 
continue to pay for the social 
and welfare benefits demanded 
ever 
increasingly 
by 
“the 
people.” 
And that there is a limit to 
the amount of wage increases 
which 
can 
be 
granted 
the 
powerful union members by 
private as well as nationalized 
industries. 
They’ve 
learned 
that nationalizing big industries 
isn’t 
instant 
proletarian 
paradise. 
The 
government- 
owned coal, steel and rail in­ 
dustries, 
for 
example, 
are 
rolling up huge deficits. 
So the unions here, albeit 
socialist, are doing what the

labor 
movement, 
especially the big U.S. public 
sector federal government and 
municipal unions are refusing to 
do 
-- 
namely 
accepting

system. 
Powerful labor leaders here 
have overridden the objections 
of other stong 
labor chiefs 
(Communists, a Maoist and a 
devottee of Hanoi) and have 
agreed to junk the cost of living 
catch-up policy. They’re ac­ 
cepting a 10 per cent increase

limit 
to neutralize 
the 
damage they’ve done in their 
rough-riding recent years when 
wage “victories” brought them 
up to 30 and 40 per cent annual 
hikes. That means this year 
their wages actually will fall 
behind some 16 per cent. But 
even the toughest of rank and 
filers appear to realize that their 
own politically animated greed 
has given their unions a choice

or 
national 
bankruptcy. 
Further, 
there’s 
a 
remuneration act which freezes 
labor contracts here. National 
policy now is to put a ceiling of 
$13.20 on all wage increases. 
This^loesn’t mean that all wage 


increases wui come to $13.20 (or 
six quid). So to avoid smashing 
the ceiling, the new act actually 
freezes 
labor 
agreements. 
Employers will not have to pay 
more when new wage increases 
come 
due 
under 
contracts 
already 
signed. 
Powerful 
American 
municipal 
labor 
leaders are telling mayors to go 
to hell, in foul language, when it 
is suggested that pay and benefit 
increases be junked because the 
cities just don’t have the money. 
Difference 
between 
what’s 
developing here and back home is 
that the constant outpouring of 
public money has hit the British 
public with 
ever 
increasing 
taxes. Everything is taxed, from 
ownership 
of 
radio 
and 
television sets to the mere 
owning of a car. 
It was all very eloquently put 
by 
Prime 
Minister 
Harold 
Wilson recently when he per­ 
sonally went up to the National 
Union of Miners high command 
conference to plead with them 
not to demand a 60 per cent 
wage increase from the National 
Coal Board, which runs the 
nationalized 
mines 
for 
the 
government. 
“The issue is . . . whether any 
government so constituted, so 
dedicated to the principles of 
consent and consensus within 
our democracy, can lead this 
nation,” said the prime minister 
in appealing for loyalty and 
support of the battle on inflation. 
“What 
the government 
is 
asking for the year ahead, what 
the government has a right to 
ask, the duty to ask, is not a year 
for self but a year for Britain... 
Any democratic assembly can 
pass 
resolutions, 
and mean 
them. But no resolutions can 
alter the limitable facts that 
resolutions and what they lead to 
have to be paid for, and in the 
end they are paid for the hard 
way . . . the inevitable result 
therefore is that almost before 
you have started to enjoy the 
proceeds of a settlement beyond 
what the nation can afford, the 
chancellor (treasury) has got to 
put up (raise) taxes - the only 
way left to pay for its national 
subsidies.

“A guy can be a millionaire 
and another not worth two 
cents and it doesn’t make any 
difference here," said Al, who 
with his wife, Emily, runs a 
small restaurant at the camp. 
Stirring a large pot, he wore a 
chef’s cap and a dish towel — 
tied around his neck. 
“When you go through that 
gate, it’s like entering another
